Section Tia) of this law pro- 
vides that the Hich Court of 
Justice shall have jurisdiction 
to determine such matters as 
are. necessary to be decided for 
the administration of justice 
and which do not come within 
the jurisdiction of any other 
court or tribunal Section 
7(b){4) lays down that the Hich 
Court shall have jurisdiction to 
order relicious’ tribunals to de- 
termine certain matters which 
come within their jurisdiction, 
Or to refrain from determining 
or continuing to determine cer- 
tain matters which do not come 
within their jurisdiction: pro- 
vided that the High Court shall 
not consider any petition under 
this sub-section if the petitioner 
did not raise the question of 
jurisdiction at the earliest op- 
portunity. But if he had no 
reasonable opportunity to raise 
the question then the High 
Court may set aside any pro- 
ceedings conducted or any de- 
qision made by tke religious 
tribunal above\ and beyond 
jurisdiction.

the exclusive monopoly of se- 
cular systems of law but exists 
also in Jewish law in the wid-

In the case under considera- 
tion, held Justice Silberg, the 
rabbinical court had not acted 


in the spirit of the Jewish law 
and had also contravened the 


whether in the circumstances 
the High Court may intervene, 
and the answer to this ques- 
tion lies in Section 7 of the 
Courts Law. 

| Justice Silberg then went on 
to discuss this section, with 
particular reference te sub- 
section 7(b) (4), out 
that in this sub-section no 
provision is made for the case 
where a petitioner has vainly 
challenged the religious tri- 
bunal’s jurisdiction, and judg- 
ment has been handed down 
over his objections. If this 
section were adhered to in the 
letter, he said, the High Court 
would have no ppwer to inter- 
vene in a case of this nature. 
However, he would not go to 
such absurd lengths, but would 
content himself with showing 
how, by a stroke of the pen, 
the legislator could easily have 
draftedthe law so as to cover 
pLeventualities. 

Justice Silberg nevertheless 
did not think that the petition 
under consideration could be 
fitted into the framework of 
sec. 7(b) (4), for in his opin- 
ion a denial of nawral justice 
is not equivalent to want of 
jurisdiction within the mean- 
ing of Section 7b) (4). Nor 
could the High Court inter- 


| vene on the strength of Sec- 


tion 7(1), he said, for the cri- 
terion that the matter to be 
determined shall not come 
| within the jurisdiction of any 


other court or tribunal is 
missing. as the petitioner 
could have appealed to the 


Rabbinical Court of Appeal. 
Majority Judgment 

Justice Sussman, who deliv- 
ered the majority judgment, 
Justice Berinson concurring, 
concentrated firstly on Article 
43 of the Palestine Order-in- 
Council, -which has been su- 
perseded by Section 7 of the 
Courts Law, and which pro- 
vides that: “The Supreme 
Court, sitting as a High Court 
of Justice, shall have jurisdic- 
tion to hear and determine 
such matters as are not causes 
or trials, but petitions or ap- 
plications not within the juris- 
diction of any other Court and 
necessary to be decided for 
the administration of justice.” 

After discussing a series of 
Supreme Court judgments, he 
heid that the inevitable con- 
clusion to drawn .from 
them is that the High Court 
will exercise its discretion to 
refuse to assume jurisdiction 
when another court is com- 
petent to decide a matter only 
when the interests of justice 
are not at stake. The key to 
the understanding of Article 
43 lies, he continued, in the 
words “petitions or applica- 
tions” (the former of which 
was deleted in the official 
Hetrew translation). For the 
use of these terms indicates 
quite clearly that the legisla- 
tor intended vesting the High 
Court with the power to de- 
termine all such matters 
which, by their very nature, 
| demand swift and summary 
| consideration (s.2 H.C. 14/51, 
| P.D. 5/1017 and Motion 10/55, 
| P.D. 9/646). The words, “which 
| do not come within the juris- 
diction of any other court” in 
Article 43 imply, therefore, he 
continued, that if any other 
court is empowered to deter- 
mine a matter summarily by 
petition or application, then 


— 


the High Court will have no 
risdiction whatsoever to deal 
with it. In all other cases, 
however, the High Court may 
use its discretion as to whe- 
ther to intervene or not. 

The next question to be 
considered, continued Justice 
Sussman, is whether section 
7 of they Courts Law has in- 
troduced — change in the 
jurisdiction powers of the 

igh Court. In deciding this 
question in the negative, he 
held that the word “matters” 
which is used instead of “pe- 


titions or applications” is 
merely a laconic way of say- 
ing the same thing, and re- 


fers to applications for re- 
medies by 
swift process ; re- 
fore, he cortinued, as an ap- 
peal to the-Supreme Rabbi- 
nical Court is not a 


derogate from the j 
tion of the High Court. 

This conclusion; he conti- 
nued, is strengthened by the 
fact that in a petition to the 
High Court for an order of 
the nature of certiorari the 
respondent is actually the 
tribunal, the opposing party 
appearing as the second res- 
pondent only in order to en- 
able his Counsel to defend 
the decision of the tribunal. 
In an appeal, on the other 
hand, the tribunal would not 
appear as a party at all. So 
that not only-are the reme- 
dies different, but the par- 
ties are different too. 

In conclusion, Justice Suss- 
man discussed the question 
of whether the High Court 
should in fact use its discre- 
tion in the present case and 


give the petitioner the reme- 
dy which she seeks. Justice 

Silberg, he said, had already 
held that there had been a 
denial of natural justice. And 
a denial of natural justice 
is generally equivalent to 
want of jurisdiction ‘see R. 
v. Wandsworth, 1942, 1 AELR 
56) and leads to the invali- 
dation of the judgment. And 
quite rightly so, he conti- 
nued, for if the petitioner 
were to appeal to the Sup- 
reme Rabbinical Council and 
the latter were to kind. 
| wrongly, that there had been 
no denial of natural justice, 
she might no longer have 
any redress, as the proceed- 
ings before the Supreme 
Rabbinical Court might on 
the face of them be regular, 
and the power to prohibit 
would then (See 
White v. Steel, 
666, and R.V. Barnes, 
102 LT. 8690). 

Even from a ractical 
point of view, therefore, he 
held, referring the petitioner 
to another court or tribunal 
would be unjustified.

Fashioned Jewish History 
Actually, there was no need 
for Herzl to wait for the judg- 
rent of history. He knew that 
the Jewish people adored him. 
But the adoration was of no 


but importance to him. He was 


not moved by manifestations 
that did not yield practical re- 
sults. He was a realist. He 
wanted action that produced 
results. As a humanitarian he 
wanted to change modern 
conditions of life; as a moral- 
ist he had the highest ethical 
standards; but as a_-states- 
man, a man of action, he 
knew that there must be com- 
promises with life, which is 
stronger than any fixed stan- 
dards. “Do you think,” he toid 
Bacher (of the Neue Freie 
Presse”) “J anticipate a strict- 

programmatic fulfilment of 
my idea? I have ne illusions.” 


But he had no doubt about 
the ultimate triumph of the 
central idea — a Jewish
